Smart Students Saved 
Dumbells Drafted 



While there will be no blanket and welfare depend upon the main- 



deferment of draft-age university 
students in the United States, 
those with "superior ability" will 
ndt be called for military service, 
MaJ. Gen. Lewis B. Hershcy, di- 
rector of the Selective Service has 
announced. 

No distinction will be made bet- 
ween students studying sciences 
or the liberal arts, but to be defer- 
red each student must show spe- 
cial promise of, eventual scientific, 
professional or specialized compet- 
ence. 

The first hurdle in obtaining de- 
ferment will be a general aptitude 
test, in which he will have to be 
in the upper 25 per cent of all 
tho;c taking the examinations. Al- 
so, he must be certified by his uni- 
versity as giving promise of defi- 
nite progress In higher education. 

To remain in the draft-exempt 
category, tlie student must keep 
out of the bottom region of his 
class throughout his university 
years. At the end . of- his freshman 
y<5?iu.hR*JTyi4ti-bc.jn|çthe>top.--half 
of his' class. In iiis~ second year he 
must be In the top two-thirds of 
his class and at the end of his 
third year he must be in the top 
three-quarters.' 

To go on from four years train- 
ing to post-graduate work or. a 
professional school he must have 
been in the; top half of Ills class 
in the fourth year. And once again 
he must be certified by'his univer- 
sity as having made satisfactory 
progress and as likely to complete 
all degree requirements. 

After graduation U.S. students 
will be continued in draft-defer- 
ment category If they are fully en- 
gaged in ■ professional work for 
which the nature of their degrees 
Is requisite; and if the work Itself 
Is one that Is csentlal to the na- 
tional health or safety. 

A special committee appointed 
two years ago by. MaJ. Gen. Her-

lldh^ovèr'thé^wiTcicïcnd: "Any po- 
licy which stops the flow of per- 
sons to the higher levels of learn-

equipped with highly specialized 
learning and skill." ^ 

The policy recommended by the 
committee would make a large 
number of students Immediately 
available for induction, while others 
would be classified for further 
training.. 

Atthougli^', the;: deferment w tclieme 
received the general faWr of edùcà< 

tors, several had misgivings. Dr. 
Francis J. Brown, consultant for 
the American Council on EducS' 
tlon, estimated that within a year 
enrolment would drop by 25 per 
cent— a decrease of .750,000 students 
from the present record high of 
2,500,000. 

Estimates of the drop in enrol- 
ment varied, some going as high a 
40 per cent. W. Emerson Reck, 
vice-president of Wlttcnburg Col 
lege,- Springfield, Ohio, said the 
new regulations would "get rid. of

Tlie Nuffield Foundation has an- 
nounced the opportunity for quali- 
fied Canadian postgraduate stu- 
dents to win fellowships which 
would enable them to study In the 
United Kingdom for a period of 
one year.;. 

The Foundation Is estimated to 
be worth at least 500 pounds 
which Includes Iravelllnr^ and 
livinc expenses. 

The purpose of the Fellowships 
is to enable a suitably qualified 
person to make contact in tli< 
United Kingdom with others er 
gaged in similar work and to re> 
search more deeply into the par- 
ticular problem in which he or she. 
is specially Interested In order to 
be equipped to take up, on return 
to Canada, a senior academic ap- 
pointment. 

Two of the awards are open an- 
nually to scholars in the Natural 
Science and two to scholars In the 
Humanities and Social Sciences. 

The award specifies that candi- 
dates must be holders of a doctor's 
degree, of Canadian nationality, and 
have had teaching experiences on 
the staff of a university, and nor- 
mally between 25 and 30 years of 
age. 

A Fellowship will be normally 
tenable for one year, and its valu» 
will be adjusted to suit the needs 
of the holder.

THE I.U.S. STOIIV 
Bili Turner of the University of Toronto 
and Dennis Lazurc of the University of 
Mimlrcal came home with the story of the 
International Union of Students (lUS), of 
the disturbing success which communist stu- 
dent ])rupaganda methods were having with 
colonial students, and saw motions pass the 
NFCUS Conference which if implemented 
will .not only take NFCUS away from its 
nationalism, but will bring Canadian students 
, into disturbing close contact with the inter- 
national' student world. If the conference 
of western student unions which meets in 
Scandinavia this December manages to set 
up effective machinery to increase the aid 
of the western student unions to Southeast 
Asian universities, those unions will find 
theniselves in direct and violent contact 
troubles with the ISU. The ISU is having 
its own ' troubles in that area and doesn't 
want the' west organizitiig' to the point where 
. they Will; be able to do something con- 
structive. 

Bill .McDiiugall, a Toronto graduate who 
leprcseritcd Canada, at the ISS . .\ssembly 
meeting in Boml)ay in August, brought back 
an ainbitioiis ISS program. There is no doubt 
that Canadian IS.S will do everything in its 
power to assist that program, wliofc prime 
emphasis is on aid to the imivcrsitics of 
Southeast Asia. 

, A "UNIVEnSlTY" ORGAXIZ.VITON , 

One more thing is happening which indi- 
cates our changing Canadian attitude. There 
is a move afoot to merge the ISS and NFCUS 
into a new organi;:ation, a Canadian "uni- 
•vcrsity" organization, which will be respons- 
ible for all the work that both ISS and 
NFCUS have::caiTicd|Oii.vin t pastj both 
national and iritcrniitionalr The first direct 
move came from NFCUS, who passed a mo- 
tion at their conference in September to in- 
vestigate possible increased co-operation or 
amalgamation. 

The problems here are varied an«l com- 
plicated. If the thinking is farsighted 
enough and if those jnejudices of loyally and 
inrrlia which are bound to he present can be 
overcome, the possibility of a new Canadian 
univei-sity organization, ^ble to deal more 
effectively with national and international 
questions concerning Canadian students will 
be the rc.-sult. 

It may have been Korea, t^r it may he 
the -situation in Southeast .\sia. Or it may 
^. ..be fear. It is even possible that wc are seeing 
new generiltinn.of Canadian students whose 
'njinds are tuned to a different channel than 
the one that has suddenly, almost mysteriously, 
disappeared. 

The fact remains that the horizon of the 
Canadian stiident world no longer ends at 
the campus coffee bar, or the local pub. 
Internotipnalism is assuming a- new meaning 
for the Canadian student.

Art as a Search for Truth

There is a .lime in the life of 
every student when he begins to 
wonder "Whyj*^ .a ; time when' the 
quest for . the ever-clusiyc Purpose 
seems more glorious \>y tar than the 
mere details of physical . existence. 
So much of our lite seems a mean- 
ingless vacillation and futility that 
we strive to escape through phan- 
tasy. We, would believe that there 
la something ultimately significant 
within lis, could we but understand 
ourselves. We have great thoughts 
but so often they arc vague and in- 
expressible. If we could but co- 
ordinate our ideas and clothe them 
with utterance perhaps we would 
all, in some measure, be .philoso- 
phers. 

« « « 

Here I set forth some of my own 
beliefs and attitudes iii tlic realm of 
the arts, in the hope, ttiat^tbeyj. may 
prove suggestive 'to others/'Bacon 
counsels us: "Sceic yc first the good 
things of the mind, and the rest will 
cither be supplied or lis loss will 
not be felt." Truth will not make 
us rich, but it will make us free. 

When one starts a discussion 
about Art much depends on what 
one means by "Art." My own con- 
ception of it hinges upon my idea 
n( an artist: An artist is a person 
who has the ability to see ''The 
World in a grain of sand, and 
Heaven In a wild flower," and who 
has the power lo express his feel- 
Ings for the spirit in what he finds 
around him. " 

My father once told mc: ''The 
lest of a work of art, whether it be 
a poem, a picture, a ballet, or a 
piece of music, is this: docs it 
cvoUc in the minds of others the 
same emotion as inspired its maker? 
If It docs, and lo the extent that It 
does, It is an authentic work of art. 
even if it raises the question 'Is It 
a thing of beauty.' " In other words, 
the more completely the work ex- 
presses the artist's feeling, the bet- 
ter It Is artistically. 

Seeing that Art is the quest for 
the perfect means of expression, it 
is evident how completely it ties 
in with that quest for Truth which 
is Lige itself. In every discipline of 
life this search, is to be found. The 



scientist feels the Truth and tries 
to explain it from a physical point 
of view. The' religious man feels 
the Truth intiiltivcly, worships it. 
and tries to explain it from a 
spiritual pojnl of view. The phil- 
osopher feels its spell and tries to 
rationalize It. The artist feels it 
and tries through his art to convey 
it to others. 

In every one of us there Is a 
bit of each; we look at life from 
every angle, we glimpse the Truth, 
but It remains; inexplicable. The 
present tendency to classify the 
arts, Kience, philosophy, and re- 
ligion separately appears deplor- 
able in this light, for they are all 
striving for ihe same end through 
different channels. Art, Science, 
Religion, and Philosophy are. all 
parts of a whole; and that whole 
is Life! 

It will be noted that when my 
father defined Art he did not say 
that a work of art has to be pleas- 
ant. The emotion that the artist is 
expressing may not be particularly 
pleasant; but though we may not 
enjoy his work, we feel ita power. 
There is an unfortunate tendency 
today to scorn some of the finest 
art because it is not enjoyable. Too 
many people confuse art with en- 
tertainment, and arc disappointed 
in art because it does not provide 
enjoyable relaxation. For instance, 
we enjoy listening to popular 
dance tunes, but they are not nec- 
ccssarlly works of art; they arc 
entertainment, pure and simple. 
f,On|ihe" other hand we may nol 
enjoy reading Edgar. .Mien Poe's 
"The Pit and the Pendulum," but 
It makes a profound impression; 
it is art, not entertainment. 
❖ <' ❖ 

I believe that the modern trend 
lo break away from the "dulcet 
rhymes," the pretty-pretty pictures, 
tho tinkllng'tunes, evidences a new 
attempt to emphasize this distinc- 
tion between art and entertainment, 
that difference being between re- 
laxing escape and deeply emotional 
experience. It is an attempt to 
break away from the attitude of 
mind expressed In the absurd slo- 
gan, "Art for Art's Sake," which is 
now, happily, out of fashion. It is 



a 'réium to the conviction that Art 
Is a meana to an end,- not the end 
itself. The classic forin If not en- 
ough if the spirit is not expressed 
by and through it'. 

After all this you may well ask 
''So what," "How do all tlïese aes- 
thetic theories affect me?" Well. 
I have said these things that we 
may better understand Art as a 
whole, and so come to understand 
individual works of art better. II 
may be true that some very artis- 
tic people understand art without 
any training. Lucky people! But 
for tHose of us wi^ose artistic streak 
is less prominent, it is only by see- 
ing and hearing as much as pos- 
sible that we can develop the facul- 
ty for appreciating art. 

By studying the arts we shall 
come to understand, and thus to 
love them. The Important thing 
is that we feel the intrinsic spirit 
In the work. This is the stepping- 
stone to appreciating the spiritual 
power in all of life, 'Van Loon says 
that we should all strive for the 
ideal Vtbat all the arts should have 
but one single purpose, and should 
contribute, as much as it is in their 
own particular power to do so, lo 
the highest of all the aria.... the 
Art of Living."

French students are not attr;ict- 
ed to a university career by dreams 
of fame on the intercollegiate 
teams. Universities in France were 
made for study, and a favourite 
joke at the University of Paris was 
the story of an American student 
who wanted to play on the Sor- 
bonne's football team. 

A poor student who commences 
a university course knows that the 
next few years will be a struggle 
to subsist, perhaps only on a French 
government scholarship of 12,000 
francs (about. $35) a month. He 
will also struggle with crowded 
laboratories and may at times wait 
in linc^for^ two hours to attend a 
pojpluilîniStiire, held in a hall able 
to accommodate only a fraction of 
Vnb . students. Books . and , paper, 
scarce . after the war, are now 
plentiful, but expensive. À- student 
in mathematics found it' cheaper 
to do his figurine On a blackboard, 
rather than on paper. 

Many French students spend 
years preparing j to .write;! a :^ 
cours,'',vànjjj eU m^ 
tion, Bft«|^Rifê|'|ibMU^^ of 
2,000 cBn'dldatcâ may-'be' chosen lo 
enter a specialists' school. These 
graduates usually obtain the more 
remunerative positions in the gov- 
ernment.

We Meet Bob MacLellan 
On the way down to the office 
we chanced to bump Into a serious 
young man who., holds .'down the 
centre slot on the McGill line. He 
was a Mr, Robert Stanford Mac- 
Lellan, formerly of Toronto and 
now of McGill. After congratulat- 
ing him on a good performance in 
Saturday's epic, we proceeded to 
discuss the Alouettes game (7) of 
the previous afternoon. Having 
agreed that the football was atro- 
cious and that the referees should 
either be on Broadway or in a 
nut house we then hashed over the 
coming game against Varsity. 

Bob told us that the seouting 
reports show Toronto to have a 
pretty good team.

Seeley, emphasized the impor- 
tance of extra-curricular work in 
the university community. "After 
you ■ have graduated, you will 
probably not remember a word said 
at any of the lectures," he said. 
"The things you will remember 
are the contact with people and 
the opening of new worlds whk-h 
Ls anado possible by these extra- 
curricular activities. They provide 
the stimuli for the creative life 
which is part of the community." 

He also stressed the Intbrpen- 
dence which exists between all the 
members of the university com- 
munity. "If we can learn this In 
our undergraduate life, we will 
have. learned an important part of 
our^philbsbphy of life," he said.

Toronto, Ontario — CUP — The 
troubles and efforts of learning do 
not end with a university degree, 
Professor L. E. M. Lynch of Saliîl 
Michael's College, University of 
Toronto, said recently while dellv 
ering the last lecture on orienta- 
tion. ■ . ..' , ' 

V Learning^ and education Is a life 
long process aiming to develop 'a 
good character .and a human being. 
This human Is not strictly speaking 
a physical entity, but a moral en 
tity. 

Since education Is a life-long pro 
cess of devfclopmcnt. the individual 
Is always Incomplete. We always 
produce something new' and we 
have to live with the new addition 
we have created. This Is very Im 
portant because," Itr'|jhows why we 
must be so-'vcry^carcful about the 
education we receive. Professor 
Lynch then proceeded to give a set 
of attitudes In life, which woLld 
prove of practical value. 

First of all, 'we jiave to accept 
certain objective facts,- which- will 
be the frame, or limitations if you 
want to call 'them. In wiilch .wo 
have to work. 

Secondly,. we roust have trust in 
truth and not fear it instead. Third- 
ly, a sense .ot responsibility must 
accompany our life-long education- 
al process. This' responsibility can 
only be developed If.'we are active, 
that is, If we have a say In matters 
concerning our education. ' 

Our education h molded in our 
hands. By accepting things com- 



pletely, passively as they come, we 
lose all sense ot respotisibility and 
might as well be a tree or a chair. 

Finally,' we must be free to choose 
a developmetit.that is going to con- 
vince us that wc are free Indi- 
viduals. 

"What kind of an cdueaiion Is it 
that can include all, these factors?" 
In answer to his question. Professor 
Lynch said -that It: i8,.an;:edùcàtion. 
that will sharpen thé iTumiTirnilnS? 
It Is an education based on Science. 
The sciences give us an appropriate 
attitude of mind which!') tells^'iîs 
when a thing has been ' proved or 
not The Sciences might also give 
us a solution to a universal theory 
of life. Such a solution, however. 
Is not adequate because It Is limited. 
Our education must also include 
the Arts because they give free ex- 
pression to our ' emotions. 

The development of our imagina- 
tion is another factor that has to: 
be included in our education. Bring- j 
ing finally the "skeleton out of the 
closet" Professor Lynch Introduced' 
religion. It is important in educa- 1 
tlon because it helpi us to under- 
stand better a society which In Itself 
originated mainly from religious 
sources. Furthermore, rellglo'n 
prodiices discipline ^'and contributes 
to aspecific knbwiedge which can- 
hot be otherwise, acquired. 

In reeapltnlatlnr, Prof. Lynch ex- 
pressed confidence, that an educa- 
tion based on such principles' 
creates a sense of sacrifice. ïndivldu- 
als. are pr.epartditotfj^^dverslty 
for the protection^^tSo^eas they 
hold dear. '
